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H E original Inftitution of Mafonry 
confifted on the Foundation of the 



Liberal Arts and Sciences, but more 
efpecially on the Fifth, *oiz. Geometry. For, 
at the Building of the Tower of Babel, the 
Art and Myftery of Mafonry was firft intro- 
duced, and from thence handed down by 
Euclid, a worthy and excellent Mathemati- 
cian of the Egyptians, and he communicated 
it to Hiram, the Matter Mafon concerned 
in the Building of Solomon's Temple in Jeru- 
salem j where was an excellent and curious 
Mafon that was the Chief under the Grand- 
Mafter Hiram, whofe Name was Mannon 
Grecus ; who taught the Art of Mafonry to 
one Carolus Marcel, in France, who was after- 
wards cle&ed King of France-, and from 
thence was brought into England in the Time 
of King Atheljlon, who ordered an Aflembly 
to be held once every Year at York; which 
was the firft Introdu&ion of it into England, 
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and Mafons were made in the Manner follow- 
ing. 

unc unus ex Senioribus teneat Librum* ut 
ille vel illi ponat vel ponant Marcus jupra Li- 
brum ; dum precepta debeant legi, i. e. Wbilji 
one of the Seniors holdeth the Book, that be or 
they put their Hands upon the Book, wbilji tbe 
Majler ought to read the Laws or Charges. 

Which Charges were, That they (hould bo 
true to one another without Exception, and 
fhould be obliged to relieve their Brothers and 
Fellows Neceffities, or put them to Labour, 
and reward them accordingly. 

But in thefe latter Days, Mafonry is not 
competed of Artificers, as it was in . its pri- 
maeval State, when fome few Catechetical 
Queftions Were rieceflaty to declare a Man 
iqfficiemly qualified for an operative Mafon, 
The T erm °f Free and Accepted Mafonry 
(as it now is) has not been heard of till withirt 
thfefe few Years : No donftituted lodges or 
Quarterly Communications' were heard of 
'till 169 t. When Lords and Dukes, Lawyers 
and Shopkeepers, and other inferior Traded 
men, Porters, not excepted, were admitted 
into this My ft cry, or no Myftery. The firft 
Sort being introduced at a very great Expence, 
the fecond Sort at a moderate Rate, and the 
latter for the Expence of fix or feven ShillingSj 
for which they receive that Badge of Honour, 
which (as they term it) is more ancient and 
more honourable than is the Star and Garter ;

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which Antiquity is accounted, according to 
the Rul c v af: Mafonry, as delivered by their 
Tradicion, ever (ince 4dam> which I (hall 
leave to the candid Reader to determine. 
1 From the Accepted Mafons fprang the 
Real Mafons, from both fprang the Gormo- 
gortSy whofc Grand-Mafter the rolgi deduces 
his Original from tl:e Chinefe, whofe Writings, 
if to be credited, maintained the Hypothecs of 
the Prt- Adamites, and conf quently muft be 
more antique than Mafonry. 
. The moft free and open Society is that of 
the Grand Kaibeber> which confifts of afelefl 
Company of refponfable People, whofe chief 
Difcourfe is concerning Trade and Bufinefs, 
and promoting mutual Friendfhip, without 
Compulfion or Reftridtfon. 

But after the Admiflion into the Secrets of 
Mafonry, if any new Brother (hould diflike 
their Proceedings, and refledt upon himfelf, 
for being fo eafily cajoled out of hia Money, 
declining the Fraternity, or fecluding himielf 
upon the Account of the Quarterly Expences 
of the Lodge, and Quarterly Communications, 
notwithftanding he has been legally admitted 
into a conflicted and regular Lodge, he fliall 
be denied the Privilege ^as a Vificing Brother) 
of knowing the Myftery, for which he has 
already paid: Which is a. manifeft Contradict 
tion, according to the Inftitution of Mafonry 
itfelf, as will evidently appear by the follow* 
ipgTreatife.

Q. What are their Ufes ? 
A. A Trafel Board for the Mafter to draw his 
Defigns upon, Rough- Afhler for the Fellow-Craft 
to try their Jewels upon, and the Broached Thurnel 
for the EnterM 'Prentice to learn to work upon.
